REMARKS 

Patentee appreciates the Examiner's careful review of the petition as detailed in the 
Petition Decision mailed February 18, 2011 (the "Petition Decision"). The Petition Decision 
DISMISSED Patentee's petition under 37 C.F.R. 1.378(c) to accept the delayed payment of a 
maintenance fee in the above-identified patent. Patentee respectfully requests reconsideration of 
this decision under 37 CRR, 1.378(e).
